The biennial period covered by this report has been 
the most important and active of any since the board was first or- 
ganized in 1890. 

In March, 1899, Messrs. B. H. Lien, of Minnehaha county, 
and P. M. Brown, of Lawrence county, met with the board for 
the first time, taking the places made vacant by the expiration 
of the terms of service of Messrs. W. J. Sibbison, of Minnehaha 
county, and L. B. Laughlin, of McCook county. 

The legislature of 1899 empowered the board to make im- 
provements and additions of the most important and valuable 
character at the hospital for the insane, at Yankton; also to build 
the northern hospital for the insane at Redfield, which is de- 
signed to accommodate the feeble minded of the state; to build, 
equip and put in operation the state asylum for the blind, at 
Gary; to build and equip a new steam heating plant at the deaf 
mute institute, and to investigate and settle the accounts of cer- 
tain creditors of the state, who had built and equipped a new 
girls' cottage, at the state reform school at Plankinton. 

In all, the board was charged with the responsibility of erect- 
ing three new buildings at the Yankton insane hospital, for 
which $70,000 was appropriated; the northern hospital for the 
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insane, at Redfield, for which $25,000 was appropriated; the erec- 
tion of a steam heating plant at the deaf mute institute, for which 
$3,500 was appropriated; the putting in operation of a blmd 
asylum at Grary, for which nothing was appropriated, except 
$2,000 for maintenance, and $2,500 for salaries; and the proper 
disbursement of "$42,500 to about 130 different creditors who had 
claims against the Plankinton reform school. This additional 
labor was given the board without extending the time they may 
occupy, 100 days during the year, and this restriction as to time 
was found a serious impediment in looking after the states' in- 
terest in these various improvements, which necessitated large- 
ly increased travel, and much additional time. 
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South Dakota Hospital for the Insane. 



The improvements authorized by the legislature of 1899, at 
the insane hospital have not been completed, owing to the in- 
sufficiency of the appropriation. The rear center building, for 
which ^5,000 was appropriated, will cost, in the opinion of the 
architect, from $65,000 to $75,000, and in addition to this sum 
will be the cost of equipment, which will probably be in th^ 
neighborhood of $25,000. The plans for this building, made by 
W. L. Dow, architect, were adopted by the board in February, 
1899, and the contracts for structural iron, brick, and some other 
materials, were awarded about the first of March following. This 
building provides the kitchen, store room, steward's department, 
dining hall, amusement hall, and accommodations for 50 or 60 of 
the better class of patients, and its early completion is an abso- 
lute necessity. 

The present dining hall is in the basement of the main 
building. It is not well lighted; it is difficult of access and 
egress; it is crowded during meal hours almost to suffocation. 
It was not designed for a dining room, but was finished off a 
few years ago and made use of because of the pressure upon 
the institution for additional room. 

At present there is no amusement hall worth the name, 
while the kitchen is equipped with antiquated facilities, un- 
healthf ul for those who work in it, and far too small to properly 
prepare the food for the present population of the hospital, 
which exceeds 600, including employes. 

The appropriations for the insane hospital were for build- 
ings only. Fifteen thousand dollars was appropriated for a 
power house; $20,000 for a laundry building to take the place 
of the one destroyed by fire in January, 1899, and $35,000 for 
the rear center building. 
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The power house was first erected because it was the first 
needed, it bein^ necessary as the work progressed to destroy 
the old power building. 

The equipment of the power house with boilers and electrical 
machinery was absolutely necessary and the connection of the 
steam and water pipes and electrical wires with the other 
buildings no less necessary. 

This was afforded through a tunnel nearly 400 feet long, 
7 feet deep and 7 feet wide, covered with a cement walk resting 
upon expanded metal and concrete foundation. The building 
of this iunnel or sub- way was a part of the plans designed by 
the architect, but no provision was made for it in the appropri- 
ation. The same is true of the power house equipment, laun- 
dry machinery and a large amount of sewer and water pipe, 
which became necessary as the work progressed. 

The power house and laundry buildings were both com- 
pleted during the season of 1899, and now fully meet all 
requirements; a boiler, the fourth, of increased capacity, having 
been added to the power plant during the past summer. 

The outlay for civilian labor was also very large, and had 
not been taken into consideration when the estimates for the 
cost of the improvements was made. The urgent necessity for 
the early completion of the improvements made the employ- 
ment of a large force absolutely indispensable. Additional 
stone cutters and foremen at the penitentiary quarries were 
also added and paid for out of the appropriation, it being 
impossible to secure the necessary material for the proper 
prosecution of the work, with the ordinary force. 

Dr. V. Sebiakin Ross succeeded Dr. L. C. Mead as super- 
intendent of the hospital for the insane August 21, 1899. His 
introduction to the position was at a time when building opera- 
tions on the new improvements authorized by the legislature 
were at their most active stage. The resignation of the assist- 
ant superintendent and third assistant physician, near the same 
time, added materially to the difficulties which would unavoid- 
ably confront a new superintendent. But the board is grati- 
fied at being able to state that no serious difficulty followed 
these changes. The outside work went forward as rapidly and 
smoothly as could have been expected under the circumstances, 
and the carfe of the insane was in no wise neglected. 
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'— . . . '^. 

The suggestions and recommendations made by the super- 
intendent in his report submitted herewith, have the earnest 
approval of the Board. 

A new industry has been introduced in the female depart- 
ment of the hospital by the general supervisor, Mrs. Dr. Ross. 
It is the employment of these patients in fine needle work and 
embroidery. The class already numbers about forty, or nearly 
one-fourth of all the female patients in the institution. The 
proficiency gained by these insane women in this work is most 
remarkable, and th^ir industry and untiring zeal during their 
working hours is suprisingly gratifying. A generous display 
of the work of thesa patients was exhibited at the recent state 
fair and was awarded the highest premiums. But the best and 
most* praiseworthy feature of this industry is the benefit 
derived by the patients from such congenial employment. A 
marked improvement in the mental condition of many of them 
has been observed, sufficient to justify the continuation of the 
industry. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul R'y was extended 
from its main line to the hospital buildings in the spring of 
1899. This improvement was one long desired by the hospital 
authorities,^ and proved invaluable during the .busy building 
season of that year, and a matter of great economy in saving 
the transportation by teams of the thousands of tons of mate- 
rial consumed in that year in the new improvements. The 
building of this extension has fortunately been the means of 
creating what, with slight expense, can be utilized as a reser- 
voir for the saving of rain water at a point so near the boiler 
house, that the water can be utilized for all purposes connected 
with the institution. At a slight expense, the railway embank- 
ment, which forms one side of this reservoir, can be protected, 
and then the state would have a permanent reservoir of mil- 
lions of gallons of soft water, to take the place of the present 
supply of alkaline water, so destructive of boilers, water and 
steam pipes, and other machinery. The board would recom- 
mend that an appropriation of 9 be made for the com- 
pletion of this reservoir, and to pay the cost of constructing the 
necessary water mains to connect the reservoir and the power 
house. 
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Northern Hospital for the Insanei 



By an act of the legislature of 1899, approved March 3, 
1899, entitled, ** An act making an appropriation for a build- 
ing or buildings for the feeble minded, in connection with 
the Northern Hospital for the Insane at Redfield, " it is 
made the duty of the board of charities and corrections to se- 
cure the building of a structure at Redfield, Spink county, to 
accommodate the feeble minded persons of the state. For this 
purpose $25,000 was appropriated. 

The board visited Redfield in April, 1899, selected a site 
for the building, and shortly thereafter caused plans and speci- 
fications to be prepared, and on September Ij 1899, advertised 
for bids for the building. The delay in beginning . operations 
on this edifice was caused by the inability of the penitentiary 
force to furnish the necessary stone, that institution having 
been taxed to its utmost during the summer, in providing rough 
rock for the Madison normal school, and rough rock and ash- 
lar for the power house at the deaf and dumb institute, and for 
the insane hospital at Yankton. 

But one bidder responded to the first call for bids. The 
board declined to accept the single proposal made, and adver- 
tised a second time, receiving again but one proposal; this 
from Mr. G. O. Keesler, of Sioux Falls. This proposal, with 
some modifications, was finally accepted and a contract entered 
into, in November following, for the completed building, ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications, for the sum of 122,500. 
The edifice was completed about the first of November, 1900, 
and is a first class structure, capable of accommodating 
from 50 to 60 pupils, and architecturally one of the finest of 
our public institutions. The remainder of the appropriation 
($2,500) has been expended in the pay of the architect; in an 
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jcessful effort to secure a well, and other necessary ex- 
5S. It now remains for the legislature of 1901 to make a 
lent appropriation to sink an artesian well, to build a barn, 
o furnish and equip the institution throughout, including a 
ng plant. Also to provide for the salaries of the officers 
mployes, and the maintenance of the inmates. 
?he sum estimated as necessary for these purposes is $13,- 
3bs follows:

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Blind Asylum. 



The legislature of 1899 mgide an appropriation of $4,500 a 
year for the two years ending June 30.. 1901, for the state blind 
asylum which had, by a previous legislature, been located in the 
village of Gary, Deuel county. This appropriation was made 
for the maintenance of the blind asylum, and pay of officers and 
employes, the legislature assuming that a thoroughly equip- 
ed building had been furnished by the village of Gary, in which 
to house the blind, who were to be taught and cared for. The 
board visited Gary on the 7th day of July, 1899, for the purpose 
of setting the wheels of the new institution in motion. Upon in- 
vestigation, the board found that the building which had been 
donated to the state for the purpose of a blind asylum, was in 
no respect fitted for such an institutiou. It was a frame build- 
ing, dimensions 30x40 feet, two stories high, the upper story 
comprised in one large room, and the lower floor containing a 
hall and two rooms. The building had been used as a court house 
and county building during the days when Gary was the county 
seat. The building was entirely destitute of furniture of any 
kind, except a stove or two. Upon reflection, the board decid- 
ed that the building could not be made suitable for the purpose 
designed, and that it would be impracticable and hazardous to 
place the blind children of the state in a frame structure of this 
kind, even if it were large enough to accommodate them. The 
lesson taught by the reform school fire in 1897, when six of the 
girl inmates and a teacher, lost their lives, had left an indelible 
impression on the minds of the members of the board, and they 
concluded that a safer and much larger structure was absolutely 
necessary, before further steps could be taken. The position of 
the board was made known to tlie village authorities of Gary, 
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at body appreciating the inadequacy of the frame build- 
biich had been donated to -the state, resolved to erect a 
Lg that would meet the approval of the board, and furnish 
nodations for the school until another legislature should 

lis structure was built during the ensuing summer and 
id is a very creditable building. The walls are of stone 
ick, two stories high, with an excellent basement.

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Deaf Mute School. 



A new power house has been buUt and a heating plant 
installed at the South Dakota institute for deaf mutes, for 
which $3,500 was appropriated by the legislature of 1899. The 
improvement was greatly needed and adds vastly jbo the securi- 
ty of that institution and the comfort of the inmates. The 
former heating plant was a poor affair, located in the basement 
of the main building. It had long since passed the stage when 
it could be regarded saf ^, and, was too small to accomplish what 
was demanded of it. This improvement will not alone prove of 
great benefit from a sanitary point of view, but vastly lessens 
the hazard of fire and explosions. 

The excellent report of Superintendent James Simpson, 
which is submitted herewith, will give more detailed informa- 
tion concerning this institution, aha the board of charities and 
corrections cordially concurs in his recommendations. 
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South Dakota Penitentiary. 



The state penitentiary calls for only brief comment. Hon. 
John A. Bowler, of Sioux Palls, was elected warden of the 
institution and succeeded Hon. Nye Phillips in May, 1899. He 
has proved an ef&cient and humane officer, and has managed 
the affairs of the institution in a manner creditable to himself, 
as well as to the state. A wise economy of expenditures has 
been his policy, but it must be borne in mind that for the first 
time in the history of the state, the penitentiary has been called 
upon to supply building stone for five large public buildings 
during the comparatively brief period of one building season. 
This necessitated a greatly increased force of quarrymen and 
stone ciitters, and also an increased force of foremen and 
guards to prevent the escape of prisoners employed in the 
quarries. The appropriation of the legislature was not suffi- 
cient to meet this extra expense, and in fact the appropriation 
for employes has not been adequate ' for years. Provision 
should be made for at least two more permanent guards, that 
the police duty of the prison may be effectually performed. 

The board finds that the recommendations of the warden, 
in his report hereto attached, are wisely and justly timed, and 
meet with its unqualified approval. 
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The reform school of Suuth Dakota, situated near Plankin- 
ton, is in some respects the most important of our state institu- 
tions. It is here that young people of both sexes are placed 
for the commission of slight crimes, and those whose conduct 
at home is of such a character as to demand wholesome restraint 
and discipline. The general policy of the school and manage- 
ment of the pupils is such as to awaken in them a desire to lead 
better lives. It is designed to impress upon them that their 
welfare and happiness are inseparable from a life of morality 
and useful industry. The girls in the institution, who occupy 
a building separate from the boys, are taught needle- work and 
housework, and are also instructed in various branches of 
learning, iA schools presided over by competent teachers. 
Abundant and healthful exercise is a part of the school's cur- 
riculum, and such outdoor games in summer as are appropriate 
for girls to indulge in, are made a part of each day's duties. 
In winter, commodious rooms in the dormitory afford a place 
for recreation and amusement. 

The main building is occupied by the superintendent and 
his family, the officers of the institution and the boy pupils, 
numbering, at this time, about 90. The accommodations of 
the building are taxed to the utmost by this large and gradu- 
ally increasing population, aifd the construction of another 
building, similar to the girls' dormitory, for the accommodation 
of the boys, cannot long be delayed. Aside from their school 
work, the boys are employed in farm and garden work, the 
care of live stock, and in various household duties. The rais- 
ing of small grain on the large farm, which belongs to the re- 
form school, has been attempted, but with poor success. Dry 
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weather, as a rule, extending over the period when crops of 
this kind need abundant rains, has just about discouraged 
further attempts in this direction. It is the opinion of the 
board that the outdoor operations would be much more profit- 
able if confined to the raising of live stock — horses, cattle, 
hogs and poultry, and the manufacture of creamery butter. 

It cannot but have a demoralizing'influence upon the boys 
who do the work of plowing and planting, to find that their 
labor has been in vain, and not alone for one or two seasons, 
but year following year, almost without exception. Were it 
not for this climatic drawback, it is very probable that the re- 
form school would bfe nearly or quite a self-supporting institu- 
tion. 

Col. W. H. Tompkins, who succeeded Col. C. W. Ains- 
worth as superintendent, on July 1, 1899, has proved a very 
competent officer. He has managed the institution in a manner 
that reflects the highest credit upon his executive ability, and 
has kept the expenses within the limits of legislative appropri- 
ations. 

The board finds the recommendations of Col. Tompkins in 
his subjoined report justified in every particular, and heartily 
endorses the appropriations asked for. 

An appropriation of $42,500 was made by the legislature of 
1899, to reimburse certain parties for money advanced and ma- 
terial furnished for the new girls' dormitory, which had been 
erected and furnished by citizens of Plankinton, during the year 
1898, to take the place of the dormitory destroyed by fire. 

The appropriation was not available until the following 
July, but the board began its work of gathering in the claims 
March 23. Some time passed before all claims were presented, 
and when the total was reached, it was found that the amount 
claimed exceeded the appropriation by over $2,000. Some of 
the claims, however, were found to be excessive, and such ex- 
cesses were eliminated, reducing the amount of just claims 
within the sum appropriated. The claims were then promptly 
approved and forwarded to the state auditor, who gave them 
immediate attention. The claims were then promptly paid and 
so far as the board has been able to learn, the claimants are 
well satisfied with the boar4's adjustment.

CONCLUSION. 

3ncludin^ this report, the board of charities and cor- 
deems it its duty to ask the legislature to increase the 
L compensation now allowed, and also to extend the 
3f days that the board may employ in the discharge of 
bl duties. The addition of the institutions at Redfield 
jr will nearly double the work imposed upon the board 
1899, but no extension of time has been authorized, 
performance of the duties of this board are of at least 
portance, and require as much or more time for their 
ischarge, as do those of the state railroad commission, 
bers of which receive a fair annual* salary, and are not 
.s to time. An arrangement of this kind would seem 
ch better for the interests of the various institutions in 
f the board of charities and corrections, than the one 
hich it is now working. A just compensation and 
aie in which to perform its duties will prove advan- 
bo the institutions, and would be the best economy for

To the Honorable Board of Charities and Corrections : 

GentLiEMEN : I have the honor to submit to you the 
biennial report of the Hospital for the Insane, beginning June 
30/ 1898, and ending June 30, 1900. 

/ POPULATION. 

Ther* were in this hospital at the beginning of July 1, 1898, 282 male and 170 ftmale 

patients ; total .". 452 

The number of patients admitted daring the first year were 62 male and 50 female pa- 
tients; total 112 

Discharged daring the same year were 25 male and 17 female patients ; total 42 

Died daring the name period were 11 male and 32 female patients ; total 43 

The nomber of patients admitted during the second year were 78 male patients and 36 

female patients; total 114 

Discharged daring the same year were 32 male and 16 female patients ; total 48 

Deaths daring the same year were 19 male and 8 female patients ; total 27 

We have remainining in the hospital on July 1, 1900, 322 male and 181 female patients; 
total....: 508 

The net increase of number of patients covering the period 
of this report is 51 patients. 

Of the deaths noted, it is my painful duty to report two sui- 
cides, which occurred during the year of 1899 and for which 
accidents, after a thorough investigation by the coroner and 
your honorable board, it was found that no responsibility could 
be attached to the ofl&cers or attendants of the hospital. 

In this connection I am glad to report that the causes which 
contributed to the occurrence of the above accidents are entire- 
ly removed at the present time, by abolishing the use of oil 
lamps and matches in wards and attendant rooms, which 
formerly were in use in this institution, and substituting elec- 
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trie lights ; also all windows of the second and third stories are 
now properly protected by suitable steel screens. 

We have reason to be very thankful that no epidemic of 
any kind has visited this institution during the past year, and 
we had very little sickness in our wards and the death rate is 
smaller than in previous years. 

For the past year there has been as little restraint upon 
the liberty of our patients as was consistant with the safety of 
the community. The open door policy, which has been inaug- 
erated during the past year, acted beneficially upon the health 
of our inmates, and at the same time relieved them from that 
sense of restraint and confinement which is always felt by 
patients. 

CHANGE OF NAME. 

In this connection I call your attention to the popular 
prejudice which exists in the mind of the general public against 
the name hospital for the insane or insane asylum. There is 
something in the name which sounds harshly in the ears of 
many and serve to perpetuate the prejudice' against the institu- 
tion, and cause unnecessary distress to the friends of our 
patients, and probably prejudices the patients complete recov- 
ery. Believing that a man may recover just as fully from 
mental trouble as from any other disease, I recommend that 
the name, hospital for the insane, be changed to the state hos- 
pital, as this name would fully indicate the purpose of the in- 
stitution and which change would be appreciated by those who 
are compelled to come to us for treatment, and at the same 
time this change would be in the light of progress relative to 
the advancement of treatment of mental diseases. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

I have the pleasure to report to you the following improve- 
ments which have been made during the past year: 

Erection of new power house and laundry building, with 
the purchasing of two modern engines, and two electric motors* 
new switch board and electric appliances for the same. 

Purchasing new laundry machinery, including two new 
washers, one mangle, one centrifuge extracter, one collar and 
cuff ironer, and electric irons. 
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Constructing 400 feet of subway, which connects our new 
power house with the rear center building, for accommodation 
of steam and water pipes and electric wires. 

Rebuilding a new cottage in place of the former, which was 
destroyed by fire. 

Opening new avenue in front of administration building, 
60 feet wide, and planting two rows of trees on each side, 316 
in number. This drive and walk will be very attractive in a 
few years. 

The use of oil lamps, formerly in use in this institution, are 
now entirely abolished and electric lights were substituted in- 
stead. 

During the past year the husk mattresses, which were in 
general use in this institution, were almost entirely abolished 
by substituting cotton felt elastic mattresses, and 250 new beds, 
iron, were purchased for the comfort of the patients, and it is 
hoped that in the near future these unsuitable and unsightly 
husk mattresses will be a thing of the past in this hospital. 

THE PRESENT NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION, 

The time has come when every citizen in our state m,ust 
recognize the urgent necessity for ample accommodation of our 
unfortunate insane. When it is remembered that under the 
present overcrowded condition of the hospital we are obliged 
to put two patients in one bed, and also when we remember the 
many who are obliged to languish in county jails awaiting ad- 
mission into this hospital because there is not a place for them, 
it is enough to arouse in our hearts the most tender sympathy 
towards them, and determine us to make every effort to affoM 
them every comfort and protection that lies within the power 
of the state to do. 

Our new rear center building remains still unfinished on 
account of lack of sufficient appropriation. To complete this 
building will cost 125,000, besides the cost of furnishing and 
equipment. This building when completed will furnish accom- 
modation for 50 or 60 patients. 

CEMETERY. 

I call your attention to the cemetery, which, for some un- 
accountable reason, was unfortunately started on the grounds 
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belonging to the institution. Outside of the plain provisions of 
the constitution of our state which makes it unlawful to devote 
any part of the land granted for the needs of the institution for 
burying purposes, the location of the cemetery is such being 
almost in front of the buildings and in the locality which makes 
it entirely not only unsuitable, but disgraceful to the state. 

I suggest that an appropriation of $500 be made for the 
purchase of sufl&cient land adjoining the city cemetery, ^which 
is only distant half a mile from the institution. The grounds 
should be fenced and other improvements made for this chari- 
table and humane purpose for those who are buried by the 
state. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Basing the appropriation for maintenance, salaries, and 
fuel and lights, the institution will need the following sums; 

First year $100,032 

Second year 104,640 

I recommend that this appropriation should be divided as 
follows: 

For ealariefl of officers, first year $ 7,000 

For salaries of officers, second xear 7,000 

Wages of employes, first year * 26,000 

Wages of employes, second year 27,000 

Fnel and lights, first year 12,000 

Fuel and lights, second year 12,000 

For maintenance, first year , 55,032 

For maintenance, second year 58,640 

The state collects of the counties $192 a year for each pa- 
tient at the hospital, and this sum is found absolutely necessary 
for their care and support. The legislature has appropriated 
for the fiscal years 1899 and 1900, only $90,000, and for the 
fiscal years 1900 and 1901, only $93,000, having a balance in 
the state treasury due to the hospital of about $60,000. The 
new improvements undertaken by the authority of the legis- 
lature of 1899 involved the expenditure of a large sum from the 
maintenance fund, to board and lodge a large number of addi- 
tional employes, who were employed in this work, which ex- 
penditure amounted to about $5,000. 

The three new boilers, which were installed last year, at 
the new power house, were found entirely insufficient for heat- 
ing the institution, and we were obliged to purchase one addi- 
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tional boiler, and one additional stoker, and installing the same 
at -a cost of $3,000. 

The old system of pumping our water was very expensive, 
involving great waste of fuel and steam, and a new system was 
installed which necessitated the purchase of a new steam pump 
and laying seven huiidred feet of pipe to connect our well with 
the power house, at the cost of $700. The total amount of both 
expenditures, unavoidably incurred, is $3,700. 

Our water tank, during the month of June, was destroyed 
by electric storm, rebuilding of which necessitated expenditure 
of $1,320. 

Also damage by hail and storm to crops and buildings which 
occurred on July 14, 1900. as it will be seen from the accom- 
panying report of the steward, will amount to not less ihan 
$6,000. 

In closing this report, permit me to express to the mem- 
bers of the honorable board my sincere thanks for their kindjy 
consideration and confidence, which I have been permitted to 
enjoy, and the interest they have taken in all that concerns the 
institution, and for their helpful counsel.

DAlilAGE BY HAIL. AND WIND STORM TO CROPS AND BUILDINGS. 

On July 14, 1900, a heavy hail and wind storm did great 
damage to crops and buildings. There was totally destroyed 
by hail 140 acres of corn, 10 acres of sweet corn, 7 acres of 
beans and 20 acres of garden vegetables. Partially destroyed, 
100 acres of oats and 50 acres of millet. The wind storm des 
troyed one large corn crib, and carried away part of the roof 
from the large horse barn. The hail also did great dainage to 
the window glass, more than 400 lights being broken. The 
total loss to the state will not be less than 16,000.

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SOUTH DAKOTA BLIND ASYLUM,! 

GARY. 
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Miss Dora Donald. 
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KEPOKT OF SVPEKINTENDENT. 



To the Board of Charities and Corrections. 

Gentlemen:— The South Dakota school for the blind 
opened March 1, 1900, in buildings provided by the citizens of 
the village of Gary, in Deuel county. These buildings con- 
sist of a frame structure of four rooms, formerly used for 
county purposes, and a brick building of fourteen rooms 
which was erected for the accommodation of the pupils. By 
your advice, and with your consent, these buildings were 
equipped with a steam heating plant, school furniture, and 
suf0X5ient household furniture to accommodate thirty pupils. 
In the erection of the new building no provision was made for 
the separation of the sexes. To overcome this difficulty it was 
necessary to convert the upper floor of the frame building 
into a dormitory for the boys. By this arr^fUgement ac- 
commodations . have been made for sixteen boys, fourteen 
girls, and three officers, with no provision for the em- 
ployes of the institution. At present the pupils are obliged 
to share their apartments with the employes. 

In the organization of the school it was thought best to 
open three departments, literary, musical, and household. 
The superintendent has charge of the literary department. It 
was found possible to divide the pupils into two grades. These 
grades do the same work that is being done in the puplic 
schools by the pupils of the third and sixth grades. In addi- 
tion to this instruction is given in music, type- writing, and 
manual work. The methods of instruction are the same as 
those used in the public schools, touch taking the place of 
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sight. By mean$ of a stereotype-maker the ordinary school 
books are embossed in the American system of point print. 
The pupil passes the finger over the embossed points and is 
taught to associate the arrangement of dots with the spoken 
word, just as a seeing child is taught to associate the printed 
character .with the sound. Writing is taught in the Braille 
system on a small Braille typewriter invented by Prank H. ' 
Hall, superintendent of the Illinois institution for the blind. 
Writing that may be read by seeing people is taught on the 
Ordinary typewriter. Both systems are given in the lower 
grade, and as much written work is required of each pupil as 
the limited number of machines will allow. 

Miss Emma L. Maynard, a graduate of theBatavia, (N. Y.) 
school for the blind, who was elected to fill the important posi- 
tion of musical instructor, has entire charge of the musical de- 
partment. She has given each pupil individual instruction on 
the piano and organized a chorus class. The results of her 
work, as shown by the programs given at the close of school 
in June, prove her to be admirably fitted for the work. Miss 
Maynard fully appreciates the importance of a musical educa- 
tion for the blind as is shown by her words in the following ex- 
tract: 

**It is the accepted opinion among the people at large, that 
the *blind folk' are inconsequential when considering the mak- 
ing up of the great throng marching through the labyrinths of 
the industrial, social, and intellectual walks of life. 

'*But it is a great mistake, as there is no class of people who 
are deprived of any one of the five senses, more eager to grasp 
with marked energy and perseverance the various subjects for 
mental culture and manual training, than those afilicted with 
the loss of sight. 

**Piano playing, and musical composition are well adapted 
to the minds of the blind, their keen sense of right and wrong 
in harmonic combinations is such that their productions are 
suggestive of fluency and spontaneity, they comprehend the 
peculiar and unexpected modulations in classical music more 
easily than the sighted, and are at once convinced that the 
seemingly odd passages are just as they should be. They real- 
ize the mental nourishment gained while memorizing the works 
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of such composers as Chopin, or Mendelssohn, who are the 
models of artistic ingenuity, while the masses consider these 
wonderful productions full of discordant sounds, and that the 
great masters must have written without a purpose. 

**The pupils studying the organ soon exercise good taste in 
registration, and become accurate in pedal technic, the two 
principal requisitites of an organist. The wonderful strength 
of memory, taking the place of sight, aids the pupil in prepar- 
ing an extensive repertoir of the choicest literature for this in- 
strument. Each piece is copied in point print and after being 
memorized, played without notes, This enables the blind or- 
ganist to acquire more freedom and artistic ability in carrying 
out the composer's purpose in the interpretation of the work 
than the sighted performer whose eyes must assist him in the 
manipulation of stops and pedal notes. There are two hund- 
red and thirty- five blind organists in the United States, many 
of whom are filling lucratWe positions. ' 

"The blind, properly equipped for any branch of business 
best adapted to their nature and ability, are usually very suc- 
cessful. This is probably due to the general uprightness of 
character, frankness, ignorance of trickery and thorough prin- 
ciples of industry." 

Our household department is in the hands of Mrs. Mabel 
E. Whitney and Mr. Edwin J. Sherin. While an institution 
can in no sense offer an equal substitute for the natural home 
influence, yet much may be done to make pupils realize the 
beauty of home life and to prepare them for a better apprecia- 
tion of their homes and friends. As the home is the heart of a 
community, so is the household department the heart and life 
of the institution. In no other department is there so much 
opportunity for personal influence. In the selection of officers 
to fill these responsible positions, you have been most fortu- 
nate. The pupils feel a warm friendship for both the matron 
and the steward, in consequence of which there has been a feel- 
ing of harmony and good cheer about the institution which has 
been of inestimable value. In this department pupils are 
taught plain sewing, the care of their personal belongings, the 
ordinary household duties and netting. 
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APPARATUS. 

The education of the blind does not differ from that of the 
seeing except in the method of presentation, ^ince one of the 
natural means of acquiring knowledge has been denied such 
persons, that deficiency must be supplied by the ingenuity of 
man. Educators of the blind have labored long and faithfully 
to solve this problem and as a result it is possible to so fully 
equip a school for the blind that little if any difference exists 
between such a school and one for sighted children. 

We have no appropriation for supplying such apparatus, 
and should have been at a great disadvantage had it not been 
for the generosity of friends. Through an eastern friend, ^WQ 
are allowed the use of two ordinary typewriters, a Braille 
writer and a stereotype maker. We are also greatly indebted 
to the Pennsylvania Institution for one hundred volumns of 
standard literature in the Braille system. 

The institution owns a Brambach piano which is used for 
instruction purposes. Our matron very kindly offered her in- 
strument for practice purposes.. 

We wish to express our heartfelt thanks to these friends 
who have so kindly rendered assistance in time of need. 

SPECIAL PUPILS. 

At the urgent request of the governor of North Dakota, 
arrangements have been made to admit pupils from that state. 
A summer session was held for the benefit of those wrho entered 
school late in the year. These pupils are bright, industrious, 
congenial persons who reflect credit upon their own state and 
will do much toward building up a healthy moral atmosphere 
in the institution. These pupils are admitted for the sum of 
fifteen dollars for each month. 

Charley Scott, a boy of fifteen, from Fall River county, 
was admitted on trial. His is a case of retarded development 
and has been found to be hopeless without special treatment. 
We are not prepared to give such treatment, and the boy ^will 
be removed as soon as proper care can be found for him. 

Paul Sherman, age fifty-one, was admitted as a test case of 
what may be done for those who lose their sight late in life. 
We find much of the unhappiness of such an unfortunate con- 
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dition may be averted by congenial surroundings and that such 
persons may be taught many kinds of useful and lucrative em. 
ployment.

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FINANCIAL REPORT. 

The appropriation made by the legislature amounted to 
$9,000, $4,500 of which was to be expended before June 30, 
1900. $1,145.58 of this amount was expended in the purchase of 
a steam heating plant. The balance has been expended for 
maintenance and salaries as shown by vouchers on file in the 
auditor's ofi&ce. 

NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION. 

The present accomodations are in no way adequate to the 
needs of the school. A few of the more urgent needs may be 
seen from a study of the following facts: 

Our boys are obliged to sleep in a frame building. ^ 

We have no fire protection. 

We have no room in which tx> open an industrial depart- 
ment. 

Our work is greatly hampered by lack of apparatus. 

Inbehalf of those who have been intrusted to the care of 
the state, I respectfully request the recommendation of a 
sufficient appropriation to provide comfortable and suitable ac- 
commodations for not less than fifty students. 

I suggest that the frame building be used as a work- shop, 
and the brick building for school purposes, that a new building 
be erected for living purposes, and some provision made by 
which these buildings may have fire protection. 

I suggest the purchase of such lands as will make it pos- 
sible to maintain a garden and to cultivate such fruits as the 
climatic conditions will permit, also pasturage for a sufficient 
number of cows to supply the institution with dairy pro- 
ducts. 

Since blind people are physically unable to take indepen- 
dent exercise, it devolves upon the institution to supply that 
deficiency. I, therefore, suggest the purchase of a team and a 
convenient vehicle by means of which our pupils may enjoy the 
exhilaration than comes from outdoor exercise. 

In consideration of the above facts, I suggest the follo^wing 
improvements:

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REPOET OF STJPERINTENDENT. 



To the Honorable Board of Charities and Corrections: 

Gentlemen: I submit for your consideration the follow- 
ing report of the South Dakota School for Deaf Mutes for the 
biennial period beginning July 1, 1898 and terminating June 30, 
1900, containing a brief account of its condition and necessi- 
ties. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The attendance during these two years reached fifty- two, 
with an average of forty-nine for the first and fifty for the sec- 
and, of these twenty-six boys and twenty-three girls were in 
school during the terra of 1898-99, and twenty-seven boys and 
twenty three girls in 1899-00. 

We have cared for all applicants who presented them- 
selves for admission into the school during this period. How- 
ever there is a large number who should be here, but are not. 
I have the names of many of these on file in my office. There 
is at present no way to enforce their attendance. There should 
be. A deaf mute uneducated is shut off from civilization and is 
a burden upon either his relatives or the community at large 
for life. 

METHOD OF INSTRUCTION. 

The combined method is the system used in this school. 
Instruction is given by the use of the sign language. Some of 
Ijhe pupils who are attending this school have moved to other 
states with their parents and have entered the schools in those 
states. The reports which reach us in regard to their advance- 
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ment and progress there, are a source of considerable gratifica- 
tion and show that our work is comparing very favorably with the 
work in like schools. Speech and lip reading should be taught 
to all who are capable of receiving such instruction. Our for- 
mer appropriation for teachers has not included the salary for 
an articulation teacher, consequently, we have been compelled 
to dispense with that line of instruction. The salary fund 
should be increased so we can employ an articulation teacher 
and take up that branch of our work. 

INDUSTRIAL, INSTRUCTION. 

The boys and girls are also taught to do many kinds of 
work in order that they may grow up to be useful members of 
society in after life. Out of school hours the girls are em- 
ployed at light work in the kitchen and dining room. They do 
mending and sweeping and keep the rooms in the main build- 
ing and their clothing in order, while the boys are called 
upon to work in the garden, repair shop and perform such 
other duties as are helpful. The smaller boys, under care of a 
supervisor, make up the beds, sweep and mop the floors and 
keep the rooms in their building clean and tidy. These duties 
do not in any way interfere with their mental labor in the 
school room, as one can see by referring to our daily time 
table. In addition to the five hours of school during the day 
there is a study hour each night, when the younger pupils 
study half an hour and the older pupils an hour and a half, 
making five and one-half hours for the infant classes and six 
and one-half hours for the more advanced classes spent in edu- 
cational work each school day.

On Saturday the hour for rising and hours for meals are 
the same as during the other week days, while the forenoon is 
spent in the shops, on the farm and in the performance of such 
duties as may be assigned to the boys by the supervisor. The 
girls are under the direction of the matron. The afternoon is 
given to the pupils to spend as they please, except that they are 
required to repair to the bath room at a certain hour. On Sun- 
day the hours for the day are as follows:

Saturday evenings are utilized by the pupils for literary 
and social purposes, while Sunday evenings are given over to 
spiritual advancement. 

CHANGES. 

The only changes among the ofiicers and teachers during 
the period was when P. L. Axling resigned his position as 
teacher on January 1, 1898, to devote his entire time to work in 
his chosen field, that of newspaper writer. Mr. Axling was 
a graduate of this school and had occupied the position of 
teacher in this school for seven years during which he gave en- 
tire satisfaction. He is bright, energetic and well qualified in 
every way for the work in the newspaper field. The position 
thus made vacant was filled by the appointment of Mr. Prank 
R. Wright, who is giving excellen tsatisf action. He held a like 
position in the school from 1888 to 1891. 

BOILER HOUSE. 

The $3,500 appropriated by the last legislature has been 
expended in the construction of a boiler house, chimney and 
putting in of a good steam plant, which supplants the two 
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Haxtum boilers for heating our buildings. The boiler house is 
36x40 feet, built of Sioux Palls stone and contains a basement 
and one story, each 12 feet in height. The chimney, circular 
in shape and 70 feet high, is const^^ucted of brick. The steam 
plant consists of one 40-horse power horizontal return flue 
boiler and underground pipe connections with the boys' dor- 
mitory and main building. As predicted in my last report 
when asking ior the improvement, it has proved to be an 
economical investment. The difference in the coldest weather 
amounts to a saving of about $3.00 a day in the cost of fuel. 
The stone for the building was furnished by the penitentiary in 
this city. The boUer was secured from the hospital for insane 
at Yankton, without any cost to the school. This made it 
possible to keep within the limit of the appropriation, other- 
wise, the building would have cost at least $5,000. 

REPAIRS. 

Since the completion of the boiler house and steam plant I 
have, with the help of the older boys, remodeled the room in 
the basement of the boys' dormitory, formerly used for boiler 
and coal room, into a bath room, wash room and storage room. 
This change has given us an increase of room in the boys' 
building which was much needed. It was necessary to bury 
the Haxtum boiler in the main building, as it could not be 
taken out without tearing out a part of the stone wall ; accord- 
ingly a deep hole was dug under it and the boiler was buried in 
it. A good cement floor was then put in this boiler room and 
it has now been converted into a store room. Four thousand 
and five hundred feet of new floors of Georgia pine were put 
into the class room, hall and sleeping room of the second story 
of the boys' dormitory and also in the sleeping room of the 
first story, during the last year. This was a much neeeed im- 
provement, as the old floors were in bad condition. AH of 
these changes and repairs were paid for from the repair fund 
of $1^000 made by the last legislature. This fund has been a 
great help in preserving the buildings and fixtures of the state 
property, but it was not enough to make all the repairs that 
are needed. It is but natural that the longer the building 
stands the greater will be the economy of maintaining the school 
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property. It is also true that new buildings require fewer 
repairs than old ones. It is necessary to keep those we have 
in repair if we do not wish to replace them with new ones. 
The boys' dormitory and the shop buildings are built of stone. 
They both need repointing very much, to make them warmer 
and preserve the walls in as good condition as possible. There- 
fore I recommend that the repair fund be made $1,000 for the 
next year and $1,000 for the following year. 8o that these 
buildings can be put in good repair with roofs replaced where 
needed and the wood work on all the buildings given two good 
coats of paint. 

HOSPITAL. 

The school is not properly equipped without a hospital and 
nurse. While for the past biennial period we have been unusu- 
ally fortunate, no epidemic having broken out among us, still 
that is no criterion for the future. Contagious diseases may 
appear at any time and that, too, when least expected and en- 
tirely unlooked for. Forearmed is forewarned. Preparation 
is the best prevention and may be the means of saving precious 
lives. We have had two serious epidemics during the past six 
years. The first, in March, 1894, was so serious that upon 
consultation with the physician the school was closed. The 
other in 1898, when it -became necessary to rent a cottage some 
distance from the school and employ a nurse to care for three 
pupils sick with scarlet fever. It is both prudent and wise to 
prepare for such emergencies and I hope you will use your 
most urgent efforts with the members of both houses of the 
legislature to secure an appropriation for a cottage and the 
purchase of a site near the institution for this purpose and for 
the salary of a nurse. 

BUILDING NEEDED. 

In this connection it becomes necessary to call your atten- 
tion to our limited accomodations. The girls' dormitory, the 
kitiihen and dining room are crowded. We need more room in 
these, as well as a class room to enable us to care for all who 
might reasonably be expected to ask admission. The building 
in which the girls' dormitory, the kitchen and dining room are 
located,. was constructed in 1883. It is built of stone, with 
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brick trimmed comers. The mason work in the walls, over 
and under the windows, in the ends, has opened in large cracks. 
The sides are bulging out, throwing the side walls out of 
plumb. It has been in this condition for over four years. 
During the period covered by this report the cracks have open- 
ed Wider. There is no way, owing to the plan on which it is 
constructed, to repair or strengthen these walls and bold the 
structure together, at any reasonable cost. It is only a 
question of time until the building will be declared danger- 
ous. In view of these facts I again recommend that the legis- 
lature be asked to appropriate the sum of 115,000, the same as 
asked for, two years ago, for a new building. This new 
building would provide us with ample and more suitable sleep- 
ing quarters for the girls, a larger dining room and a more eco- 
nomically arranged kitchen and bakery and a much needed 
chapel, for which our present accomodations are either inade- 
quate or entirely lacking, to say nothing of the dangerous con- 
dition of the building itself. Such a building should be two 
stories high and basement, to correspond with the one known 
as the boys' dormitory building.

And to you, gentlemen of the Board, I wish to express my 
sincere thanks for your valued assistance, kindness and cour- 
tesy.

To the Honorable Board of Charities and Corrections of the State of 
South Dakota. 

Gentlemen: I have the honor of submitting for your con- 
sideration the sixth biennial report of the South Dakota state 
penitentiary, covering the period from July 1, 1898, to June 30, 
1900. 

The report includes the receipts and disbursements with 
the statistics for the above period as compiled by the clerk. 
The fruits of the labor of the prisoners is shown by the report 
of the farm and quarry. The sanitary condition and the health 
of the institution is shown in the report of the physician. 

The employment of the prisoners is chiefly confined to the 
quarry and farm. I desire at this time to heartily recommend 
that some provision be made for the employment of the prison- 
ers inside the walls of the institution, and to that end would 
suggest that some legislative action be taken. Over 75 per 
cent of the population of this prison have had to be worked 
outside the walls. The chances of escape are made greater, 
the necessity of more force and consequently greater expense. 
The past year, I think, will show a greater demand on the part 
of the state than ever before for the product of the quarry, and 
how well it has been met is shown in the quarry report. 

The stone industry is an important one in the county in 
which the prison is located, and the labor interests should not 
be inflicted on, so far as the matter of finished rock is concerned, 
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by coining in contact with convict laldor. Rough rock I think 
it would be advisable to quarry for some time, at least. The 
expenses of the quarry have been very heavy with the great 
demand of the state. 

One of the greatest changes that has been effected in the 
last two years has been the manner of feeding the prisoners. 
Under the old system the prisoners were fed in the cells, the 
food would be very much mixed and unpalatable, causing a 
great waste and discontent. A large dining room has been 
6pened, where the men can sit comfortably, and eat as I think 
a human being should eat. This has proved very satisfactory. 

The discipline of the prison, I think, has been improved 
with this system of feeding. There has been a great amount 
of improvement in the overhauling and relaying of the main 
pipe line of the water works. The expense and cost of this 
could not be avoided. There should be still more of an outlay 
in the way of shutoffs and hydrants, for the saving in cost of 
pumping in case of a break, and in case of a fire. 

The most important matter that your attention should be 
called to is the inefficiency of the cell hall and the lack of room, 
compelling the crowding of the prisoners, and thereby detract- 
ing from the best good to be obtained from a proper discipline. 
It is conducive to loose morals and low habits, and I sincerely 
hope that the near future will see a radical change in this par- 
ticular. On the 19th day of April, 1900, six of the prisoners 
made their escape by prying off a plank under the east gate and 
crawling under the gate and fleeing to the river and timber. 
The gate was in an unsafe condition when the wall -was 
finished and was left as a legacy to me by the former 
administration. It is now securely fastened with the strong- 
est steel and no danger can ever arise from that point. 
Three of these convicts were captured and are now with- 
in the walls. There have been several attempts to escape 
aside from this one, as there always will be, but they have all 
proved unsuccessful. We have had to administer very little 
severe punishment, believing in the fact that the men under 
my charge and care, though unfortunate, are yet human beings 
and should, as long as they try to do rifi:ht, be well fed, well 
clothed, and treated with firmness and kindness. 
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I recommend the following appropriations for the fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1902 and 1903 : 

For salaries, 1901-1902 $10,(1)00 

For maintenance. 1901-1902 U,500 

For fuel and lights • 3,000 

For salaries, 1902-1903 10,000 

For maintenance, 1902-1908 15,000 

For fuel and 11 jfhts, • 3,000 

The matter of commuting the term of imprisonment of men 
sent here for a life term, I think, is worthy of your considera- 
tion and recommendation. This will, in my opinion, do a great 
deal to stop insanity, and render a great aid in the discipline of 
the prison. 

The percentage of life prisoners is now greater than ever 
before in the history of the penitentiary, and will be on the 
constant increase. The expenses of the prison have been kept 
within the appropriation and a most rigid economy has had to 
be practiced, the appropriations for the period having been 
smaller than ever before in the hist/ory of the state or territory. 
The officers under me have been courteous and faithful, and I 
want to thank each and all for the part they have taken in try- 
ing to make a successful and economical administration. I 
wish to thank you gentlemen of the board for the kindness and 
courtesies that you have shown, and the manner in which you 
have upheld me. 

REPORT OF THE QUARRY. 

There seems to have never been heretofore a report made 
on this branch of industry at this institution. I think it is fit- 
ting that its needs, condition and its wants should be shown for 
several reasons. 

The state legislature has never seen fit to make any appro- 
priation for manufacturing of any kind at the penitentiary, and 
in consequence, the quarrying of stone has been the only means 
whereby the prisoners could be kept from idleness, except 
what few duties lAiere may be about the prison inside the walls, 
and what few trusted men can be used about the farm and gar- 
den. The men required in these last named duties are not 
more than forty, which would leave in ordinary circumstances 
nearly one hundred prisoners idle. There are but very few 
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prisoners confined in this institution that would prefer a com- 
plete idle condition. 

One of the first requests made after entering, is **When 
will I get to work?" So that the quarry work becomes the 
only relief to be had for this condition. It is extremely dan- 
gerous to take men who have committed a daring crime and 
have a long sentence to serve, as the quarry is located a full 
mile from the penitentiary, the walk leads along the Sioux 
river, lined with timber and thick underbrush, making the 
chance for an escape very favorable in case a break should be 
made. In consequence of this the expense of guards is heavy 
and necessary. 

It seems as though some provision should be made by the 
state to relieve the prison of the cost of expense that it has to 
incur in the operating of this important part of its work and for 
which the prison receives no credit. Either a quarry appro- 
priation could be made for the needed expenses or else the 
public buildings which are erected out of its products should 
pay to the prison the amount of value that they get in material. 
There would be no extra expense to the state in this proceed- 
ing, but would^then give a correct cost and value of each pub- 
lic building put up by the state, and also reduce the expense at 
the prison and would only be giving to this institution its dues 
and proper credit. 

In the last year the prison force have furnished the stone 
used in the normal school at Madison, South Dakota, the 
heating plant for the school for deaf and dumb at Sioux Palls, 
South Dakota, the building that was burned at the hospital for 
the insane at Yankton in the winter of 1899, and also for the 
large new rear center building and power house at the same 
place for which the last legislature made an appropriation. 
In addition there was gotten out nearly all the stone needed 
for the building of the asylum for the feeble minded at Red- 
field, South Dakota. To conduct the quarry, guard the same, 
pay for a foreman, buy the tools and keep th^m in order, and 
buy the blasting powder, is a large and heavy draft on the 
money that is appropriated for the purpose of feeding, cloth- 
ing and caring for the prisoners.

Upon taking charge of the penitentiary in the month of 
May the demands made upon the institution for stone was, I 
think, greater than ever before in its history. There was con- 
siderable stone quarried, but it was of no value only for celler 
walls for small buildings, and therefore we were unable to use 
it to fill the demand. This rock had been allowed to waste and 
it seemed as though whoever was inclined to carry them off 
had been allowed so to do. I considered this an injustice to 
the laboring interests of this county, that convict labor should 
get out this rock and the officers of the prison should leave it 
where it could be used to take the place of stone that would 
under other circumstances have have been gotten out by 
honest toil, and the laboring men of the stone industries in the 
county have received a reward for their labor. In my endeav- 
ors to protect the interests of the state and that of honest labor 
it was necessary to offer a reward for the successful prosecu- 
tion of any one guilty of taking away any of the products of 
the state quarry. One case was successfully prosecuted and 
the offending party was fined by the court. Since that time no 
one, to my knowledge, has carried off any of the property be- 
longing to the penitentiary. I intend as long as in the position 
of warden, to see that the convicts in my care do not conflict 
with honest labor when it is possible to keep from so doing. 

The close proximity of the state quarry to that . of private 
individual quarries renders the danger of convicts being able to 
communicate with individuals dangerous to the welfare of the 
prison, and those who have no regard to the laws of the state, 
men who buy articles of different kinds and plant them where 
convicts can obtain them and endanger the lives, possibly, who 
have them in charge. It seems as though our laws should be 
so added to that a penalty should be paid by any person who 
was convicted of the charge of planting any thing of any 
nature on the prison property for any convict held within the 
prison. 

I here desire to say that the state has been very fortunate 
in securing the services of a foreman for the work in stone, 
who is so well qualified to carry on the work so successfully 
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and at so small an expense. There has been a large amount of 
work done to clear the quarry up and get it in good shape to 
produce, and in addition to this there was a streak of sand and 
shell rock struck, causing a great deal of work and cost. A 
careful study of the products of this branch in the past year 
will, I think, fully convince any one that it has been success- 
fully operated.

EEFOBT OF FHTSIGIAN. 



Hon. John A. Bowler, Warden South Dakota State Penitentiary : 

My Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit herewith the 
regular Ipiennial report *of the medical department of the South 
Dakota penitentiary for the period ending June 30, 1900. 

The general health of the inmates, has been fairly good, 
with no contagious diseases. At one time the outside world 
was considerably alarmed at the spread of small pox in this 
vicinity. A very careful diet was immediately prescribed, and 
a thorough vaccination was made of the prisoners, so that all 
danger on that score was averted. 

I would advise that some means be had to care for cases of 
insanity that are bound to be on the increase in an institution 
of this nature. No provision has ever been made here for their 
care. 

Greorge Johnson, sentenced for life from Day county, is 
now and evidently has been for a long time hopelessly insane. 
There is no place to confine him but the hospital, and that part 
of the building should be kept for the care of the sick. 

There are three other prisoners now bordering on insanity 
and provision should be made for their care. One of these 
men, who is serving a life term, attempted suicide on the 15th 
day of August, 1899, by hanging, but was cut down in time to 
save his life. 

Daniel Boone, after an attempt to throw one of the guards 
over the railing on the fourth floor of the cell hall 
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committed suicide by cutting his throat with a small 
piece of his cell bucket, which he had broken in pieces. Not 
more than a half hour had elapsed siace he had been last 
visited, when he was found dead with his throat cut. 

One insane prisoner has been removed to the government 
asylum at the city of Washington, D. C, and one to the state 
asylum at Yankton. 

April 14, 1900, Antone Reincounter, a government prisoner, 
was admitted. He was an Indian, so nearly dead with the 
consumption when receive(J that it was necessary to help him 
up the stairs to the prison. There was absolutely no hope for 
him, and on the 7th day of May, 1900, he died. 

There have been several complicated and successful oper- 
ations performed in the past year, only two of which I will 
make mention at this time. J. D. Reddington had been suffer- 
ing with a pain in his side for several years ; on close examin- 
ation I decided to perform an operation, land found a diseased rib. 
This was of long standing and badly necrosed. I resected 
four inches of the rib, and the patient has made a complete 
recovery. J. H. Allen, a government prisoner, has suffered 
with a severe case of appendicitis. The pus was found in the 
peritoneal cavity, among the intestines ; an aperture was in the 
large intestine that would admit the index finger. This case 
was considered a hopeless one, but all the skill and attention 
that it was possible to bring was used, and today the patient 
is a comparatively well man. 

I want to suggest that something be done to remedy the 
obnoxious system of sewerage that is in use in the cell hall. 
This will cost some money, but will be the means of prevent- 
ing a spread of some contagious disease that at some future 
day will carry off many of the inmates here. When these men 
empty their night buckets in the place they sleep and near 
where they eat, the stench is intolerable and should be abated. 
I also think it unwise as well as a disease breeder to have 
these men compelled to sleep two in a cell where there is 
hardly room for the two to undress without one inflicting on 
the rights of the other. It is not conducive to health, morals 
or decency. Yours truly.

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EEFOBT OF ENOINEEB. 



In compliance with your request for a report of the condi- 
tions in my department of the prison, which includes the light- 
ing, sewerage, steam and water systems of the institution, I 
must state in addition to the present conditions, also the condi- 
tion in which I found this department when I took charge of 
the same. While I feel that the several different systems are 
now in a condition to be successfully operated for several years 
at a small cost, and with but little if any great changes, with 
the increasing population that is inevitable, there will come the 
time when all the department will have to be thoroughly reno- 
vated. 

Had the proper attention been paid to this part of the 
prison in former years a great deal of the expense that has 
been incurred under your administration would have been 
avoided. Upon taking charge here I made a careful search for 
the plans of the steam, sewerage, and water plant, but as yet 
have never been able to find anything of the kind. This has 
caused a great loss of time and means in repairing and relaying 
the water mains, which were nearly worn out. but has practically 
been laid over with new pipe. A careful survey should 
be made of the sewerage, so that in case of any blockage it could 
be immediately removed, as a delay might be dangerous to the 
health of all the occupants of the institution. When I took 
charge I found that the fire protection was useless. Both of the 
hydrants were out of order, and in case a fire had broken out 
the whole place would have been at the mercy of the flames. 
This has been carefully repaired and today there is, with the 
possible exception of a sufficient quantity of hose, a good satis- 
factory protection. We have been to the expense of buying 
very near a full outfit of tools, in the engine room, as the for- 
mer engineer claimed to own about the whole outfit. I did not 
deem it a part of my duty to buy that which the state, in my 
opinion, should have to do their own work with, and in conse- 
quence the state now owns its own tools. The boilers were in 
as poor a condition as it was possible for them to be and do any 
work at all. They have been fully overhauled at a great ex- 
pense and lots of hard work. What has seemed peculiar is that 
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an insurance company would keep the risk on the boilers when 
they were in the dangerous condition that they were. In addi- 
tion, the expense was much more than necessary had the boil- 
ers been properly attended to. The steam heating plant has 
been completed and at no extra expense other than the cost of 
the pipes and radiators that it was needed to finish the same 
with. The smoke stack has been replaced on the pump house, 
new grates and new flues in the boilers, what old material there 
was has been disposed of for the benefit of the state, and the 
department is in a first class condition.

It would occupy too much space to give the fare furnished 
for the full two years, and therefore a single month has been 
taken at random, it showing as fully as if the whole biennial 
period had been covered. 

August 1— Breakfast— Boiled eggs, fried potatoes, bread, coffee, sugar and 
milk. Dinner — Boiled beef, string , beans, green com, cucumbers, 
bread. Supper— Fried potatoes, green com, bread, tea, sugar and milk. 

August 2— Breakfast— Beef steak, potatoes and gravy, bread, coffee, sugar 
and milk. Dinner— Beef , mashed potatoes, green com, bread and gravy. 
Supper— Potatoes, stewed carrots, buns, bread, tea, sugar and milk. 

August 3— Breakfast— Bacon, potatoes, bread, coffee, sugar and milk. Din- 
ner—Beef, sweet com, potatoes, cucumbers, bread. Supper— Potatoes, 
buttered carrots, bread, tea, sugar and milk. 

August 4— Breakfast— Boiled eggs, potatoes, gravy, bread, coffee, sugar and 
milk. Dinner— Mackerel, string beans, com, beets, bread. Supper- 
Baked potatoes, biscuit, sauce, beets, bread, tea, sugar and milk. 

August 5— Breakfast— Hash, stewed tomatoes, bread, coffee, sugar and milk. 
Dinner— Pork roast, potatoes, carrots, com, bread. Supper— Fried pota- 
toes, string beans, bread, tea, sugar and milk. 

August 6, Sunday— Breakfast— Scrambled eggs, oatmeal with milk, bread, 
coffee, sugar, syrup and milk. Dinner— Mashed potatoes, roast beef, 
cucumbers, onions, brown gravy, rice pudding, coffee, sugar, milk. Sun- 
day there is no regular supper f umished. Dinner is had at two o'clock, 
and is better than the regular week day dinner. A light luncheon at 
supper time of bread and pie is served.
